COAL EXPORTERS 
OF BRITAIN SEE 
NEW COAL MABKET 


Cannot Concea] Pleasure At The! 


Situation Oaused By Strike 
In United States 


London, July 26—(Canadian Press 
Cable)——British coal emporters are 
soarcely able to conceal their satisfac- 
tion at the situation created by the 
miners’ strike in the United States. 
One north country coal owner, for in- 
stance, in a reminiscent manner, re- 
fere to the time when American ex- 
porters poured coal into foreign ports 
during the British stoppage of coal ex- 
ports, and reflects upon the present 
reversed position of affairs. A sugger- 
tion has been made that the British 
miners who, last week, passed a reso- 
lution of sympathy with the American 
miners, might attempt to restrict ex- 
portation. Such, however, is deemed 
improbable, especially as no euch 
practical support was forthcoming to 
the British miners when they had a 
dispute with the mine owners. 

The real extent of the benefit to 
British coal mine owners from the 
miners ‘strike in the United States de- 
pends largely upon the amount of 
transport forthcoming and the length 
of the dispute between the striking 


.| miners and the mine owners. The ton- 


nage available here is already pract!- 
caiiy ail in commission entirely al- 
though vessels now idle may of course 
be converted into colliers, 

At Cardiff, Wales, yesterday, the best 
admiraities were marked up to thirty 
shillings a ton, free on board, an in- 
crease of 6% ehillings on the price of 
@ week ago and half a crown advance 
on the previous day's quotation, At 
Newport, Monmouthehire, the price 
advanced four shillings. 

In Bouth Wales steamers to carry 
160,000 tons of coal have already been 
chartered, American orders received 
total a quarter of a million tons for de- 
livery in July. 

The strike is calculated to prove 
highly beneficial to the British coal 
trade in other directions, notably in 
Italy, where American coal was pre- 
viously demanded.

That the position is accepted 
should go a long way to convince 
France that the Ministers at Ber- 
len have been sincere in declaring 
that they could not find the means 
to meet the reparations payments, 
The Allies are now creating an 
agency by which they may verify 
or disprove that claim, with the 
consent of the German authorities. 
Such consent would hardly be giv- 
en if Berlin had been falsely 
pleading poverty while making 
only half-hearted attempts to meet 
its obligations, Until the Allied 
experts can show how the German 
taxpayers can be made to provide 
the funds, the onus of proof rests 
with those who claim that Ger- 
many could pay if it wanted to. 
And unless that is shown there 
will be strong argument for the 
view that the reparations account 
will have to be revised downward, 
and that the Allies will have to 
pay a still larger share of the cost 
of the war, 

What this decision means is that 
the Allies are finally going to Ber 
lin, after all —- four years after 
they should have gone, according 
to all precedents, Germany has 
been treated with a consideration 
such os no country in like cireum- 
stances ever received before, The 
victorious army of the Allies did 
not march through the empire and 
quarter itself about the eapital, 
‘Terms were not dictated where the 
war was planned, Nothing was 
done that could be avoided that 
was likely to arouse bitter feelings 
among the German people or to 
subject the country to needless 
humiliation, 
with as though it had been the un- 
willing tool of the Kaiser. It was

It will not be strange if the ap- 
pointment of Allied supervisors in 
the Berlin departments is only the 
first step toward the establishment 
of active international control and 
direction of German affairs, The 
Allies have tried to keep clear of 
responsibility for managing Ger- 
many, and to leave the people of 
that war-bitten country to work 
out their own destiny free-handed. 
The scheme has failed and is ad- 
mitted to have failed. The Allies

Ottawa, July 24--(C.P.)—The Do- 
minion government has the coal situ- 
ation under considvration but no ac- 
tion is jikely to be taken until! next 
week, when the cabinet ts in session 
The first meeting of the cabinet has 
been called for Tuesday and it !s ex 
pected that the problem will be dis 
cussed at that time.

It is etated that 
not only she minister of mines, Hon 
Charlies Stewart, wishes to be pro-

{reaching a solution. All there min- 
|isters are now out of the city, but all 
|are expected back by next week 
| In other coal shortages the Can- 
| adian government jhas taken steps to 
secure for Canada a fair share of the 
coal which ts produced in the United 
States and pwhich plays so vital a part 
in the domestic heating of the cen- 
tral part of the Dominion, C, A.

A telegram was immediately sent to Premier King aver the 
signature of R. J. Tallon, president of Division No. 4 of the Railway 
Employees Department of the American Federation of Tabor, an- 
nouncing the result of the strike vote and asking if the railways 
had agreed to withdraw the reductions. 

The telegram requested an immediate answer, and until this 
is received, no definite action will be taken, 

The message concluded: 

‘Now that the majority of the mileage is operated by our own 
government, it would be indeed creating a state of chaos if the 
Canadian government would turn out to the first to flout the In- 
dustrial Disputes act.’ 

The union leaders claim the Industrial Disputes act decides no 
reduction of wages can be introduced towards employees of con 
cerns coming under the act until a conciliation board has investi- 
gated the case.
